Have you ever noticed that 
here, at Hacdonald College, 
students cannot present seminars 
in French. Homer if you look up 
in the Student Charter of Rights 
and Freedois of KcGill (which 
applies here) you can read, and I 
quote "every student has the right 
to write essays, examinations and 
thesis m English or French except 
in courses where knowledge of a 
language is one of the objects of 
the coarse".

another. 

Each of these subjects is 
treated by a special sub-couitee 
whose functions are 1- to study 
the probleis of its particular 
nandate and the relation of these 
probleis to other parts of the 
university, 2- to fonuiate 
policies in the light of such 
studies and to subiit these either 
to the senate or the appropriate 
adiinistrative officials, 3- to 
secure the necessary liaison with 
other bodies studying related 
probleis. 

The senate representative is 
in fact the voice of the students 
and therefore lust be constantly 
in touch with the caipus 
life. Since I ai already involved 



in soie of the College's 
activities (ass. coordinator for 
the c«4, HI representative for 
the econoiics club) and ai an 
undergraduate student, I have good 
knowledge about student life 
enough to listen and evaluate 
student needs. Also, ly past 
experience in student radio at 
Jean de Br6beuf College and as a 
leiber of student council at Paul- 
Gferin -Lajoie High School show 
that I have always been interested 
in the student life of the schools 
where I have studied.
